KENDALLVILLE — A 21- 
year-old Garrett woman died 
about 12:38 a.m. today in a fiery 
one-car crash on Waits Road. 
said Indiana State Police. 

Police have not released the 
woman's name, awaiting an 
autopsy to confirm her identity 
and noufication of relatives. 

Two other occupants of the 
cur — Keith A. Heckathorne. 19. 
of 5760 State Road 327, Garrett, 
and Shawn Fike, 20. also of Gar- 
rett — were critically injured in 
the accident just 30 feet west of 
the Noble-DeKalb county line, 
police said. Heckathorne may 
have relatives in Farmland or 
may reside there, police added. 

Heckathorne received numer- 
ous facial and internal injuries 
and fractures. Fike sutfered 
burns and a broken collarbone, 
police said. Both men were 
semi-conscious at the scene and 
transported by Samaritan helli- 
copter to Parkview Memorial 
Hospital in Fort Wayne, where 
they were listed in critical condi- 
tion this moming, said a hospital 
spokeswoman.
